In Oéfobér following they march 
ed to the Sofithward, as it was ima~ 
gired with an ‘intent to befiege 
Lrichenopoly; but Mabomed Ally be- 
ing fupplied by the Englifh with 
Men and Ammunition, and Triche~ 
nopoly being efteemed a Place of . 
- great Strength, they thought’ proper 
to turn off to Tanjore, which they 
invefted, and ina fhort time. made 
a Breach in the Walls, which how- 
ever they did not attack, but com- 
promifed the Matter for a confide-_ 
table Sum of Money, and the Grant 
of fome Villages: to the French. in 
the: Neighbourhood of, Kareikal 3 
after which they marched towards - 
Pondicherry. Nazir’ Fing had by. - 

seca this» 
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this Time entered the Province, and 
was on his march ‘towards them at 
the Head of a numerous Army ; 
‘however, they gained the Walls of 
. Pondicherry without any confide- 

rable Lofs (though greatly harrafled 
by fome Parties of. Moratta Horfe 
which Mazir Fing had detached for 
~ that Purpofe) and there encamped 
the beginning of March 1750. 


‘About the Middle of this Monthy, 
Nazir Sing arrived with his Army 
within about twenty Miles’ of Pon» 
dicherry, when an Embafly was 
refolved to be fent him from Sz 
‘David; but before the Prefents nes 
ceflary to accompany it could be got 
ready, upon a Report that the whole 
Garrifon of Pondicherry were marche. 
ed out to join Musipher Ying and 
Chuenda Saib, with a defign to ate 
tack Mazir Sing, as many of the’ 

Ba Gat- 
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Garrifon EF Sv, David as could be 
fpared were detached under Major 
Lawrences Command to Wazir 
Sing sAffiflance. At the fame time 
Mabomed Ally-Cown joincd him 
with the Hxglifh that were come 
from Zrichenopely, and fuch other 
Forces he could raife, 


After this Junction, both Armies 
moved towards cach other, and on 
the 24th of March, O. S, approach- 
ing pretty near, a Cannonading was 
begun by the Enemy, but at fuch a 
Diftance as had no Effe@. ‘The 
next Morning about Three 0’ Clock, 
a Paty of Seapays and Moratta 
Horfe being fent to alarm them, 
they had no fooner difcharged two 
or three Platoons, then the Enemy 

‘were in the utmoft Confufion, and 
foon put to the Rout, leaving behind 
then the greateft Part of their Can- 

non, 
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non, Ammunition, and Bageage, 
‘However, as they were purfued but. 
a little way, they had an Opportunity 
of recovering themfelves from their 
Diforder, and encamped about half 
way between their former. Encamp- 
ment and Pondicherry. Here they 
continued for fome Weeks, when 
Muzepher Fing went and tefigned 
himfelf a Prifoner to his Uncle Ve- 
zir Fing, who kept him in Confine- 
ment. 


In the mean time, the Englifh 
‘Ambafladors had fet out from §¢, 
David, and arrived at Nazir Ting’s 
Camp, where they were received 
‘with great Tokens of Civility and 
Profeflions of Efteem for the Englifh 
Nation, together with large Promifes 
of what he would do for them ; 
‘which, notwithflanding they came_ 
to nothing, it is thought he would 

, have ° 
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have kept, lhad he not been influen- 
ced to the contrary by his Prime 
Minifter Shawnavafs-Cawn, who 
was intirely in the Intereft of his 
Enemies. The Requeft the Ambaf- 
fadors made, was for the Grants of 
fome Revenues to defray the Ex 
pences they had been at, and might 
be at hereafter in aflifting the Cir- 
can, or Country Government, by 
which Tenure we confented to have 
held them ; but thefe Grants being 
refufed, they thought proper to re- 
turn to St. David with the Forces, 
and arrived there the 2oth of April, 
Nazir fing having marched to 4r- 
¢ot with his own Army, continued 
there until Fly. In which inter- 
val of Time, the French and their 
Allies profiting by our Mifunder- 
ftanding, poflefled themfelves of the 
F orts and their Dependances of Ginz-

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gey, Waldore*, Trivedy, and fome 
others of leffer Note, within about 
twenty Miles of Pondicherry. 


Thefe Succefles of the Enemy 
having awakened Mahomed Ally, 
who had been forme time confirmed 
by WVazir Fing in the Nabobthip of 
4rcot, and had taken upon him his 
Father’s Name Aznaverdee-Cawi, 
he came to S#, David to beg our 
Affiftance, to endeavour to difpoffels 
the Enemy of thofe Acquifitions, in 
which he urged our Intereft was 
mutual. This was granted him, as 
it was too plain, if they were fuf- 
fered to go on without Oppofition, 
they would foon be Matters of the 
whole Province, which muft be pre- 

judicial 

* Efleemed almoft impregnable from the 
Advantage of its natural Situation, being on dn_ 


exceeding high Hill. 


Note, t is always efteemed one of the Keys 
to the Province of Arco, 
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judicial to us as well as the Nabob, 
{ince the French would not fail to 
do every Thing in their Power to 
drive us out of the Coaft. Accord- 
ingly our Troops once more marched 
out of Fort St. David, under the 
Command of Capt. Cope, with fome 
battering Cannon and Ammunition, 
and having joined Mahomed Ally’s Ar- 
my about the middle of Fly, marched 
to Trevedy Fort™; when they arrived 
before it, they found it garrifoned 
with French, and French Colours 
hoifted ; fo that nothing could be 
done but by regular Approaches. But 
as the Nabob’s People did not care 
to be aflifting, and we chofe to a- 
void appearing folely in the Affair, 
nothing was done for three Weeks, 
At the end of that Time, Propofals 
were made to the Nabob to move

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with Part, of his Forces nearer to 
Pondicherry, in order to cut off the 
Communication between that Place 
‘tand the Enemy’s Camp, then under 
the Walls of Trevedy; by which 
means they muft have been obliged 
to fight to a Difadvantage, or ftarve 
in their Camp, having no Subfiftance 
but from Pondicherry. But the Fears 
of his Officers and People prevailing, 
he would not hearken to the Propo- 
fals, and having no Profped of an- 
{wering the Purpofe for which we 
took the Field, or diftreiling the 
Enemy, out Forces were once more 
recalled, and took their Rout to- 
wards St. David's, and arrived there 


the middle of Augu/?. 


The Enemy having Intelligence 
we had withdrawn our Forces, and 
the Nabob having been fo impru-- 
dent to retreat but afew Miles, at- 


CG tacked 
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tacked his Camp in the Night, fet 
fire to it in feveral Quarters, ‘and 
with the greateft Eafe put his whole 
Army to thé Rout. Such as faved- 
themfelves, the greater Part fed to 
Nazir Fing at Arcot, as did likewile 
the Nabob, who had only time to 
_ tide off with a few Horfe, leaving 
every thing behind him. 


Nazir Fing once more determin- 
ed to take the Field, and his Army 
being ready to march,.moved to- 
wards Gingey, into which Place the 
French, wpon Intelligence of his be~ 
ing in Motion, had thrown them- 
felves, Being arrived before it, as 
Nazir Fing had little Hopes of car- 
tying %tby Affault, he immediately 
formed a Blockade. This continped 
until the beginning of December, 
when the Garrifon being in great 
Diftrefs, and their Affairs almoft 

in 
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in a defperate situation, their In- 
trigues with Nazir Fing’s Prime 
Minifter Shawnavafs-Cawn fuc- 
ceeded. fo well, that Vazir fing 
was aftaffinated on the sth of De- 
‘Lember, 1750. O- S. by the. Na- 
bob of Cudapah and Cundamore, 
who in Conjundion with the Prime . 
Miniter, Muzipher fing, Chunda 
Said, and the French, ave faid to, 
have laid the Plan, which was 
executed in the following, manner. 
The Frenth, according to the Plan 
laid, marched about Three o’ Clock 
in the Morning, attacked a particu~ 
lar Quarter of the Camp (probably 
that Part whieh the Confpirators 
looked on as their Enemies, as Sig- 
nals were appointed that the French 
might know where they fhould fire 
Ball, and where Powder only) 
which they carricd with great fale, - 
firing every Thing before them, ©

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and continued their March towards 
Nazir Fing’s Quarters, As Vazir 
Fing’s Army was large, and the 
Moors taking up a great deal of 
Ground from their unfkilful, man- 
ner of encamping, it was fome time. 
after Day-light, that Mazir Fing 
was apprifed of the Enemy having 
‘ entered his Camp; but'as foon as he 
knew it, he drefled himfelf, and 
mounted his Elephant, which he 
had fearcely done, but he met the 
Nabobs of Cundapabh and Gunda- 
more, whofe Quarters were near 
his, and reproaching them with 
Negleé& and Cowardice, for’ not 
having marched with their Troops 
to repulfe the Enemy, they an- 
fwered him, that they had no Ene- 
wy but him, drew theis’ Piftols, and 
fhot him dead, cut off his Head, 
and expofed it on a Spear to the 
fight « of the Army ; whereupon Ho- 

ftilities 
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flilities ceafed. Muzipher Fing was 
proclaimed Prince of the Empire, 
and received the Homage of feveral 
of the Nabobs ; and ina very few 
Hours the Camp was as quiet as if 
néthing had happened. 


Here I hope I fhall be excufed 
for inferting an Infcription which 
Monf, Dupleixhad graved on a Stone, 
and defigned to have becn fixed 
in a Town built on the Spot, where 
Nazir Fing was murdered; the 
Town was laid out in a moft regu~ 
lar manner, and two exceeding fine 
Choultrys er Houfes for Reception 
of Travellers built by Monf Du- 
pleix, who gave Three Thoufand 
Rupees tq be diftributed among thofe 
that fhould come and fettle there, 
and alfo granted (as Lord Proprictor) 
fo the Inhabitants great Immunities 
for a Term of Years. © he Inferip- 

tion 
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tion was wrote in the French, A- 
rabic, Perfian, and Indoftan Lan- 
guages 5 but unlucky for the vain- 
glorious Founder, the Town was 
deftroyed before the Infeription was 
quite finifhed.

Mahomed Ally, ‘upon the-firft No- 
tice of Mazir Fing’s Death, once 
more fled to Zrichenopoly ; feveral 
of the Nabobs who had Part in the 
Confpiracy, withdrew their Forces, 
- which Muzipher Jing did not think 
proper to oppofe, After a few Days 
fpent in concerting Meafures, Mi- 
xipher Fing marched to Pondicher- 
ry, into which Place he made a 
grand Entry, with Masir Fing’s 
three Brothers Prifoners, together 
with his Women and Treafure, and 
were received by M. Dupleix with

«oy. -Pupleix had aflored’ them there was, -only a 
Serjéaitt and 18 of 20 Men; fo they thoughe 
theinfelves fare of Succefs, and carried Scaling 
ladders. to take it by. Hicalade, 
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wards him, having 1500 Seapoyé, 
and 100 French in Front, eight 
Pieces of Cannon with so Euro- 
peans upon a rifing Ground, which 
made their Left-Wing, and 1700 
Horfe to the Right. Clive wanting 
nothing fo much, marched to meet 
them, and advanced to. the. vety 
Puth of Bayonet, and foon made 
them retire within their Intrench- 
ment; But being now Night, and 
good Part of his Troops raw, the 
Vidtory remained doubtful for fome 
Time; till atlength C/tve fending a 
Detachment to take a Compas, and 
fall upon the Rear of their Battery, 
it fycceeded fo well, that centering 
and firing a fingle Platoon, the 
French to a Man threw down their 
Arms, and furrendered Prifoners; 
whilf many of the reft, efpecially 
the Horfe, made their Efcape under 
Cover of the Night. In ‘this Battle 

Clive 
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Clive took Prifoners a Lieutenant, 
49 Europeans, 12 of 14° Topaffes, 
the Killed and Wounded about ag 
many more: He took alfo about 
eight Pieces of Cannon, 200 Stand 
of Arms, eight Tumbrels “of Pow- 
der. .On his Side two fubaltern OF- 
ficers wounded, 25 military Blacks 
and Whites killed and wounded. 
This happened the 1f of March 
1752, and proved fo fevere a Blow 
to the Inemy in the Province of 
Arcot, that they were never after 
able to make head, There being 
now no longet Enemies in this Pro~ 
vince, nor any great Probability: of 
their Difturbance, C/ive was ordered 
to march. with all his Forces to Se, 
David's, :in order te proceed from 
thence to! Zrichenopaly, where Capt, 
Gingen was, and only waited for. 
Capt. Clive’s Arrival to attack. The .
